and  discovery;  and  the  environment. 

“I  had  no  idea  a  college  student 
would  win,”  laughed  Edwards.  “I 
assumed  that  a  scientist  or  university 
researcher  would  be  chosen.” 

The  Rolex  Awards  for  Enterprise 
were  begun  in  1976,  to  mark  the  50th 
anniversary  of  Montres  Rolex  S.A.  of 
Geneva,  Switzerland,  the  company 
which  produces  Rolex  wristwatches. 

This  year,  five  Rolex  Laureates  will 
be  chosen  from  applicants  from  more 
than  55  nations.  Each  entry  will  be 
carefully,  examined  for  “feasibility  and 
significance.”  The  five  winners  will  be 
announced  before  Dec.  31,  1980,  and 
invited  to  attend  an  awards  ceremony 
to  be  held  in  Geneva  on  or  around  May 
8,  1981.  Each  laureate  will  be  presen¬ 
ted  with  a  check  for  $50,000  Swiss 
francs  (approximately  $28,000 
American  dollars),  a  gold  Rolex 
chronometer  and  a  scroll. 

Edwards,  a  junior  from  Littleton, 
Colo.,  majoring  in  English  and 
economics,  said  he  first  read  about  the 
awards  in  a  Time  Magazine  while  he 
whs  serving  on  a  mission  for  the  LDS 
Church  in  Italy.  “I  was  intellectually 
bored,”  he  said.  “I  wanted  something 
to  do.”  He  kept  the  awards  in  mind 
and  following  his  mission  sent  for  an 
application. 

After  several  weeks  of  research, 
Edwards  compiled  a  “detailed  and 
complicated”  project  outlining  a 
world-wide  plan  to  conserve  energy 
and  deregulate  oil  prices. 

If  implemented,  the  plan  would  call 
for  cooperation  among  the  United  Na¬ 
tions,  the  U.S.  government,  and

With  36  percent  of  the  state’s  voting 
districts  reporting,  Dirks  had  64  per¬ 
cent  of  the  vote  to  Berman’s  36  per¬ 
cent. 

But  Salt  Lake  County,  expected  to 
be  Berman’s  stronghold,  was  not  in¬ 
cluded  in  those  tabulations.  The 
county  was  getting  its  first  experience 
with  a  new  tabulation  system  and 
reported  computer  problems. 

Pollsters  for  Salt  Lake’s  three  televi¬ 
sion  stations  interviewed  voters  in  key 
districts  throughout  the  day  and 
predicted  Berman  would  win.  They 
also  predicted  an  upset  in  the 
Republican  attorney  general’s 
primary,  forecasting  that  David 
Wilkinson  would  defeat  incumbent  At¬ 
torney  General  Robert  Hansen. 

The  early  totals  gave  Wilkinson  51 
percent  of  the  vote  and  Hansen  49  per¬ 
cent. 

According  to  the  pollsters,  State 
Sen.  Moroni  Jensen  would  win  in  the 
Democratic  lieutenant  governor’s  con¬ 


test,  defeating  Weber  County  Com¬ 
missioner  Doug  Hunt  by  a  predicted  60 
percent  to  40  percent.  Early  returns 
gave  Jensen  56  percent  of  the  vote  to 
Hunt’s  44  percent.  Hunt’s  own  county 
was  voting  heavily  for  Jensen. 

Few  voters  went  to  the  polls.  Rainy 
weather  was  blamed  for  part  of  the 
poor  turnout,  but  there  were  few  ex¬ 
citing  races. 

In  a  stunning  upset,  Jacob  Javits, 
the  76-year-old  liberal  Republican 
elected  four  times  as  senator  from  New 
York,  was  defeated  in  a  bid  for 
renomination  Tuesday  by  Alfonse 
D’Amato,  a  conservative  challenger 
who  had  hit  hard  at  his  age  and  declin¬ 
ing  health. 

It  was  among  the  most  bitterly 
fought  in  a  series  of  primary  elections 
in  13  states  that  nominated  candidates 
for  the  Senate,  the  U.S.  House  and 
governorship. 

Javits,  assured  a  place  on  the 
November  ballot  as  nominee  of  the 
state’s  Liberal  Party,  said  he  would 
wage  a  vigorous  campaign. 


Police  set  roadblocks 


Police  roadblocks  will  be  set  up  in 
the  next  few  days  to  nab  students  who 
fail  to  obtain  non-resident  permits  for 
their  out-of-state  vehicles,  Provo  police 
announced  Tuesday. 

Sgt.  Paul  J.  Markling  said  the  road¬ 
blocks  are  to  catch  owners  of  out-of- 
state  vehicles  that  fail  to  display  non¬ 
resident  student  permits,  up-to-date 
registration  tags  and  safety  inspection 
stickers.  Police  at  the  roadblocks  will 
also  be  looking  for  vehicles  driven  by 
faculty  m  embers  with  out-of-state 
license  plates,  he  said. 

Markling  said  the  roadblocks  will  be 
established  on  a  rotation  basis  at 
campus  entrances,  including  the  900 
East,  800  North  and  at  1650  North. 
The  roadblocks  will  operate  between  8 
a.m.  and  4  p.m. 

LJtah  state  law  requires  students 
driving  out-of-state  vehicles  to  obtain 
non-resident  permits.  All  vehicles  in 
the  state  of  Utah  are  required  to  dis¬ 


play  current  registration  tags  and 
current  safety  inspection  stickers. 

“Sometimes  students  are  stopped 
and  they  claim  ignorance  of  the  state 
laws,”  Markling  said.  “But  at  the  time 
they  register  their  vehicles  on  campus 
they  are  given  a  traffic  and  parking 
regulations  pamphlet.” 

He  said  citations,  not  warnings,  will 
be  issued  to  drivers  of  vehicles  without 
the  proper  permits  and  stickers. 
Failure  to  obtain  a  non-resident  sticker 
could  incur  a  penalty  of  $25.  Cars 
without  a  safety  inspection  sticker 
could  receive  a  penalty  of  $15. 

BYU  students  may  obtain  non¬ 
resident  permits  and  information  con¬ 
cerning  Utah  State  motor  vehicle 
regulations  at  the  Traffic  Office 
located  in  the  Green  House  at  700  E. 
1430  North. 

Observation  of  out-of-state  vehicles 
is  part  of  a  two-fold  police  concentra¬ 
tion  program  created  by  Markling,  he 
said.  Police  have  been  patrolling  Provo 
schools  since  Aug.  26  looking  for  traffic

Union  locals  sign  contract 


Science  award 


SALT  LAKE  CITY  (AP)  —  A  new  three-year  con¬ 
tract  with  Kennecott  Corporation  was  ratified  Tues¬ 
day  by  the  last  of  the  45  union  locals  that  had  been  on 
strike  against  the  giant  copper  producer. 

About  600  members  of  the  International  Associa¬ 
tion  of  Machinists  Local  568  approved  the  contract. 

Kennecott  officials  said  the  company  would  begin 
calling  its  9,500  union-represented  employees  in 
Utah,  Arizona,  New  Mexico,  Nevada  and  Maryland 
back  to  work  immediately. 

More  than  6,000  of  Kennecott’s  worker  are  in  Utah. 

On  Monday,  three  of  the  last  four  locals  voted  to 
ratify  the  three-year  pact,  which  would  give  them  a 
32  percent  increase  in  pay  over  the  life  of  the  agree¬ 
ment. 

That  means  that  a  worker  who  earned  $10.23  per 
hour  under  the  old  contract  will  get  about  $14.20  per 
hour  by  the  end  of  the  new  three-year  contract. 

Nearly  40,000  copper  workers  went  on  strike 
against  the  copper  industry  July  1  when  the  old  con¬ 
tracts  expired.  Two  weeks  ago,  representatives  of  all 
the  unions  involved  reached  a  tentative  agreement 
with  Kennecott.  The  contract  calls  for  across-the- 
board  wage  increases  and  improvements  in  pension 
and  insurance  benefits.

several  foreign  governments,  as  well  as 
various  government  agencies. 

Edwards  estimates  thkt  the  plan 
would  “be  very  expensive  -  at  least 
$200,000,”  and  said  that  if  he  were 
selected  as  a  Rolex  Laureate  he  would 
use  the  money  to  begin  his  project  and 
seek  a  government  or  university  grant 
to  provide  additional  funds. 


Edwards  does  not  foresee  any  real

County  plans  family  park, 
museum  in  Provo  Canyon

SPARTANBURG,  S.C.  —  Three  women  and  one 
man  were  selected  Tuesday  to  join  five  others 
previously  selected  to  hear  the  murder  trial  of  James 
Arthur  Brown,  charged  in  the  December  1979  slay¬ 
ings  of  two  elderly  women  Morman  missionaries  in 
Berkeley  County. 

Judge  Marion  H.  Kinon,  hoping  to  get  the  trial  un¬ 
der  way  as  soon  as  possible,  admonished  the 
prosecuting  and  defense  attornies  twice  Tuesday  to 
speed  up  their  questioning  of  prospective  jurors  and 
not  to  stray  afield  in  their  examinations. 

Jane  Ruth  Cannell  Teuscher,  65,  of  Fish  Haven, 
Idaho,  and  Elizabeth  King,  66,  of  Kaysville,  Utah, 
were  found  shot  to  death  Dec.  15  in  a  North 
Charleston  shopping  center  lot.  The  widowed  mis¬ 
sionaries  each  had  been  shot  in  the  chest  with  a 
small-caliber  pistol. 


FORT  McCOY,  Wis.  —  Nearly  1,500  Army  infan¬ 
trymen  and  military  police  maintained  a  human 
fence  around  a  men’s  compound  at  Fort  McCoy  on 
Tuesday  after  two  days  of  disturbances  at  the  Cuban 
refugee  resettlement  center. 

More  than  40  refugees  were  placed  under  guard  in 
a  high-security  detention  area  for  allegedly  in¬ 
stigating  fence-stormings  by  scores  of  Cubans  on 
both  Sunday  and  Monday,  said  U.S.  Marshal  Robert 
Thompson. 

Seventeen  people  —  six  military  policemen  and  11 
refugees  —  were  injured  in  the  disburbances,  but 
most  of  the  injuries  consisted  of  minor  cuts  and 
bruises.  One  military  policeman  remained 
hospitalized  in  good  condition  with  head  injuries  suf¬ 
fered  Sunday. 


Utah  County  commissioners  are  planning  a  “low 
profile”  12  acre  park  and  possibly  a  museum  about 
five  miles  up  Provo  Canyon,  a  Utah  County  parks  of¬ 
ficial  said. 

Jerry  Bringhurst,  director  of  the  Utah  County 
Parks  Department,  said  the  county  has  obtained  a 
12.2  acres  plot  on  a  10  year  lease  from  Utah  Power 
and  Light  company. 

The  property,  the  site  of  the  old  Nunn’s  power 
plant,  is  located  about  one  mile  from  Canyon  Glen 
State  Park. 

Bringhurst  said  the  county  park  could  be  open  to 
the  public  by  next  April. 

Sprinklers  are  currently  being  put  in  and  the  grass 
areas  should  be  usable  by  next  August,  he  said. 

Utah  County  will  lease  the  property  from  Utah 
Power  and  Light  for  $132  per  year,  the  amount  due 
the  county  each  year  in  property  taxes. 

Bringhurst  said  the  county  commission  has 
allocated  $20,000  to  develop  the  facilities  during 

1980,  with  more  funds  to  be  allocated  in  January  for 

1981. 

County  commissioners  viewed  the  grounds  and  the 
old  power  plant  facility  on  Sept.  8,  and  requested 
that  a  study  be  made  on  the  rehabilitation  cost  of  the 
building,  Bringhurst  said.  The  commission  is  study¬ 


ing  the  possibility  of  converting  the  building  into  a 
museum. 

Bringhurst  said  rehabilitation  of  the  structure 
could  be  extremely  costly,  because  the  site  is  on  the 
federal  register  of  historic  sites.  Federally  registered 
sites  require  remodeling  to  be  done  with  the  same 
types  of  materials,  if  available,  used  in  the  original 
construction.  The  outside  appearance  can  have  no 
changes,  he  said. 

Cost  estimates  should  be  completed  in  a  month, 
said  Bringhurst.  Utah  Power  and  Light  must  also  ap¬ 
prove  any  building  improvements,  he  said. 

The  most  needed  improvements  are  on  the  roof  and 
the  floor  of  the  building;  some  of  the  rocks  in  the 
stone  structure  are  loose  and  need  to  be  remortared. 

“The  way  the  county  is  growing,  we  need  new 
parks,”  Bringhurst  said.  “It  will  be  a  low  profile  park. 
It  is  designed  for  small  groups  and  families,  not  large 
groups.  There  already  are  picnic  facilities  but  not 
•  enough  playgrounds.” 

The  park  is  quite  secluded  and  larger  groups  will 
have  to  use  other  parks,  such  as  Canyon  Glen,  he 


Bringhurst  said  The  county  will  be  leasing  rather 
than  buying  the  land  because  Utah  Power  and  Light 
seldom  sells  land.  He  said  he  does  not  anticipate 
problems  with  renewing  the  lease  at  the  end  of  the  10 
year  period.

Ormond  said  the  increase  in  building  permits  in¬ 
dicates  that  banks  are  lending  more  money,  giving 
people  more  buying  power,  “so  business  should  be 
picking  up.” 

The  best  example  of  this  movement  is  in  the  area 
of  construction,  he  said. 

Construction  employment,  which  was  going  up  by 
10  percent  per  year,  has  turned  around  and  now  it  is 
decreasing  by  10  percent  per  year,”  Ormond 
said. “The  fact  that  more  building  permits  are  being 
issued  is  a  positive  sign  because  it  indicates  that 
money  is  beginning  to  flow  more  freely.” 

The  consumer  price  boost  for  August  was  “the 
lowest  it’s  been  since  1967”  and  bank  savings  are 
above  what  they  were  last  year,  he  added. 

“These  are  all  favorable  indications  that  the 
economy  may  be  bottoming  out  or  leveling  off,”  he 
said.  “This  leveling  trend  could  bring  on  a  period  of 
recovery  for  the  next  couple  of  months  before  activity 
slows  down  during  the  winter.” 

Ormond  said  the  availability  of  loans  should  be  es¬ 
pecially  good  news  for  the  wholesalers  and  retailers 
because  they  depend  so  heavily  on  a  good  cash  flow. 
He  also  said  the  increased  number  of  construction 
permits  issued  will  employ  construction  workers 
before  the  construction  sites  are  shut  down  because  of 
bad  weather  conditions. 

Even  in  the  face  of  all  this  optimism,  last  month  1,- 
833  people  collected  $845,354  in  unemployment 
benefits,  down  from  the  $994,477  collected  in  July. 
This  year’s  figures  are  almost  four  times  more  than 
the  $232,569  collected  by  592  unemployed  people  in 
August  1979. 


Convicts  guilty 
of  raping  inmate

Two  Utah  County  Jail  inmates  were  found 
guilty  Tuesday  of  “forced  sodomy”  against  a 
man  imprisoned  for  kidnapping  a  BYU  coed 
last  fall,  and  were  sentenced  to  from  one  to  15 
years  in  jail. 

William  Clayton,  29,  and  Larry  Elliot,  27, 
both  of  Provo,  were  charged  with  aggravated 
sexual  assault  and  forced  sodomy. 

The  men  were  being  held  in  the  county  Jail 
for  unrelated  incidents  when  the  crime  was 
committed  May  4,  1980. 

Judge  Maurice  Harding  ordered  the  sentence 
be  served  concurrent  with  the  sentences  they 
are  now  serving.  , 

The  plaintiff,  Dennis  Lynn  Frazier,  21,  of 
Spokane,  Wash.,  was  the  subject  of  a 
nationwide  search  last  year  after  BYU  coed 
Pam  Richmond  from  Simi  Valley,  Calif.,  jum¬ 
ped  from  a  car  traveling  at  freeway  speed  to  es¬ 
cape  him. 

Frazier  reportedly  offered  Miss  Richmond  a 
ride  to  the  University  Mall  but  once  she  was  in 
the  car,  according  to  Miss  Richmond,  he  pulled 
a  gun  and  said  he  was  going  to  rape  her. 

After  entering  1-15  northbound,  Miss  Rich¬ 
mond  jumped  from  the  car. 

At  the  time  of  the  sodomy  crime,  Frazier  was 
being  detained  on  a  charge  of  aggravated  kid¬ 
napping  in  connection  with  the  abduction.  He 
was  convicted  of  “attempted  aggravated  kid¬ 
napping”  on  July  17,  1980.

LaScola  has  been  accused  of  poison¬ 
ing  his  89-year-old  adoptive 
millionaire  mother,  Georgia  Thera,  by 
injecting  her  with  a  fatal  dose  of  in¬ 
sulin  at  his  Malibu  home  near  Los 
Angeles. 

Mrs.  Thera,  who  moved  into 
LaScola’s  home  in  1979  after  she  adop¬ 
ted  him  as  her  son,  died  July  16,  1979. 
LaScola  has  pleaded  innocent  to  mur¬ 
der,  and  says  she  died  of  heart  failure.

Qualifying  rounds  began  Aug.  27  on  the  Hobble 
Creek  Golf  Course,  home  course  for  the  Cougar 
women.  Duncan  captured  the  first  qualifying  exemp¬ 
tion  by  posting  the  low  scores  of  74,  75  and  77  at  a 
time,  Howard  says,  when  the  pins  were  stuck  on 
tricky  corners  of  the  greens  in  preparation  for  a  club 
tournament.

Pam  used  up  her  collegiate  eligibility 
and  turned  pro  this  week. 

“By  spring,  we’ll  have  a  solid  team,  better  than 
last  year,”  he  predicts.  “We  have  better  players  all 
the  way  down  the  line.” 

“Last  year,  everyone  was  living  in  Pam’s  shadow. 
Now,  everyone  is  going  after  the  No.  1  position.  But 
when  tournament  time  comes  around,  they  will  play 
team  and  not  sit  back  and  wait  for  someone  else  to 
carry  the  load.” 

“There’s  a  better  team  feeling  this  year,”  Howard 
says,  “since  everybody  believes  everybody  else  can 
play.  And  the  low  scores  shot  so  far  are  already 
building  confidence.” 

While  Howard  admits  it  will  take  all  fall  to  build 
his  team,  he  has  provided  the  Cougars  with  their 
most  ambitious  schedule,  offering  ample  opportunity 
to  develop. 

Following  the  Lady  Falcon  Invitational  this 
weekend,  BYU  will  host  its  own  invitational  at  Hob¬ 
ble  Creek  Monday  and  Tuesday.

Ferragamo 
doesn't  show 
for  practice 

ANAHEIM,  Calif. 
(AP)  —  Quarterback 
Vince  Ferragamo  didn’t 
attend  a  Los  Angeles 
Rams’  practice  session 
Monday  and  a 
spokesman  for  the  club 
said  general  manager 
Don  Klosterman  had 
been  trying  for  several 
hours  to  contact 
Ferragamo’s  attorney 
without  success. 

Ferragamo  took  over 
as  the  Rams’  No  1  quar¬ 
terback  by  virtue  of  the 
broken  finger  suffered 
by  starter  Pat  Haden 
against  Detroit  on  Sun¬ 
day. 

But  following  Los 
Angeles’  41-20  loss  to  the 
Lions  in  the  National 
Football  League  season- 
opener  for  both  teams, 
Ferragamo’s  attorney, 
Paul  Caruso,  said  his 
client  might  not  make 
the  trip  with  the  team  to 
Tampa  Bay  for  a  game 
Thursday  night. 

“Vince  is  in  the  option 
year  of  his  Ram  con¬ 
tract,”  Caruso  was 
quoted  as  saying.  “Yet 
the  team  has  been  dar¬ 
ing  him  to  become  a  free 
agent.  He’s  had  it  up  to 
here  with  the  Rams. 

“Unless  the  team  of¬ 
fers  him  a  viable  con¬ 
tract  by  Wednesday, 
he’s  not  going  to  make 
the  trip  to  Tampa  Bay.”

request  of  local  resi¬ 
dents,  to  prevent  traffic 
and  parking  problems  in 


the  area,  according  to 
Robert  W.  Kelshaw, 
chief  of  BYU  Security 
Police. 

“This  is  one  of  a  num¬ 
ber  of  traffic  and  park¬ 
ing  control  measures  we 
will  be  experimenting 
with  this  season  in 
preparation  for 
problems  that  will  arise 
when  the  stadium  is  ex¬ 
panded  next  year,” 
Kelshaw  said. 

According  to  the  plan 
worked  out  by  Provo 
City  Police,  BYU

WASHINGTON  (AP) 

Danny  White,  by  his 
own  admission,  was  a 
near  basket  case'  before 
making  his  debut  as  the 
replacement  for  retired 
superstar  Rbg  e  r 
Staubach  as  the  'Dallas  . 
Cowboys’  quarterback.  ? 

“I  was  going  crazy  all 
day  in  the  hotel  room,” 
said  White  after  the 
Cowboys  defeated  the 
Washington  Redskins 
17-3  Monday  night.  “I 
couldn’t  wait  until  I 
could  get  to  the 
stadium.” 

“I  had  butterflies  and 
was  really  jittery  in  the 
locker  room,”  he  con¬ 
tinued.  “I  even  made 
them  move  the  clock 
from  behind  a 
blackboard  so  I  could  see 
the  second  hand  go 
around,  waiting  to  go 
out  on  the  field.” 

White,  a  five-year 
veteran  who  spent  one 
year  in  the  World  Foot¬ 
ball  League,  said  the 
nervousness  began  to 
leave  him  during  the 
warmups  and  he  settled 


down  to  normal  after  the 
opening  Dallas  drive. 

“After  that  first  drive, 

I  was  excited  to  get  back 
into  the  game,”  he  said 
with  a  smile. 

Much  of  the  Cowboys’ 
fortunes  rest  on  White, 
who  is  taking  over  from 
Staubach.  Staubach  is 
working  in  a  television 
broadcast  booth  this 
season. 

“I  have  a  lot  to  prove, 
not  only  to  myself,  but 
to  everybody,”  admitted 
White,  who  completed 
10  of  18  passes  for  107 
yards,  but  threw  two  in¬ 
terceptions.  “I’m  not  a 
proven  quarterback  yet. 
If  I  could  have  those  two 
interceptions  back,  I 
would  be  very  happy 
with  the  game.” 

The  Cowboys  had  a 
relatively  easy  time  in 
handling  Washington, 
shutting  the  Redskins 
out  until  Mark  Mosely 
hit  a  45-yard  field  goal 
in  the  fourth  quarter. 

Tony  Dorsett  scored 
on  a  6-yard  touchdown 
run  and  Ron  Springs 
bulled  over  from  the  4, 
to  culminate  two  long 
drives  by  the  Cowboys. 

The  Cowboys’  defen¬ 
sive  end,  Harvey  Mar¬ 
tin,  a  leader  of  the  gang 
that  held  the  Redskins 
to  58  yards  rushing, 

.  said,  “I’m  not  taking 
anything  away  from  the 
Redskins.  We  just  wan¬ 
ted  it  more  than  they 
did.  We  just  stuck  it  in 
their  face.” 

Both  White  and  Mar¬ 
tin  said  a  key  play  was 
the  goal  line  intercep¬ 
tion  by  veteran  Charlie 
Waters  midway  through 
the  third  quarter.

|  Cougar  Sportline,  a  publication  dealing  with  sports  at 
its  EU,  has  been  advised  by  BYU  legal  services  that  the 
>i  iblication’s  title  must  be  changed. 

:  According  to  H.  Hal  Visick,  BYU  general  counsel,  officials 
«  asking  that  H.B.  Arnett  print  on  his  newsletter  that  it  is 
nrivate  publication,  that  he  not  use  the  university  logo  (a 
uflll  cougar  cartoon),  and  that  he  change  the  way  Cougar  is 
lulled  in  the  publication’s  title. 

Visick  says  BYU  wants  to  avoid  having  the  newsletter  in- 
rrectly  identified  as  a  BYU  publication.  According  to 
isick,  Utah  State’s  football  team,  believing  that  Cougar 
i:ortsline  was  a  BYU  publication,  contacted  BYU  wonder- 
;  why  BYU  was  “tooting  their  own  trumpet.” 


“The  main  concern  of  the  university  is  that  we  don’t  want 
to  be  responsible  for  quotes  that  we  haven’t  made,”  said 
Visick. 

Cougar  Sportsline  is  a  private  weekly  publication  contain¬ 
ing  information  on  the  BYU  football  and  basketball  teams. 
It  has  already  published  three  issues  and,  according  to  Ar¬ 
nett,  “it  is  recieving  good  response.” 

Arnett  says  the  publication  is  a  private  venture  and  he  is 
willing  to  work  with  BYU  officials.  “I  am  a  BYU  supporter 
and  am  more  than  happy  to  try  to  work  things  out.  There  is 
no  antagonism  on  my  part  at  all.” 

As  of  now,  BYU  officials  have  restricted  Arnett  from  ad¬ 
vertising  his  newsletter  in  BYU  Today  and  on  the  football 
programs.  According  to  Arnett,  he  hopes  these  restrictions 
will  be  eliminated  after  a  few  changes  are  made.

MOSCOW,  Idaho  (AP)  —  Selection  of  a  jury 
began  Tuesday  after  1st  District  Judge  James  Towles 
denied  a  request  to  move  a  $140,000  libel  lawsuit 
against  Idaho  newsman  Jay  Shelledy. 

Attorneys  for  Michael  Caldero,  former  state  nar¬ 
cotics  agent,  asked  the  judge  to  move  the  libel  trial 
away  from  Moscow  because  of  publicity  the  case  has 
received.  But  after  a  conference  with  lawyers  in  his 
chambers,  the  judge  denied  the  request. 

Caldero  filed  the  lawsuit  six  years  ago  against 
Shelledy  and  the  Lewiston  Morning  Tribune. 
Caldero  claims  he  was  libeled  in  a  1973  story  by 
Shelledy  on  a  drug  arrest  made  at  Coeur  d’Alene  in 
November  1972. 

In  the  story,  Shelledy  quoted  a  police  expert  — he 
didn’t  name  him  —  as  questioning  Caldero’s  actions 
in  the  arrest. 


In  pre-trial  maneuvering,  Caldero’s  attorneys 
demanded  that  Shelledy  name  the  confidential 
source.  Shelledy  refused,  even  under  direct  order 
from  a  judge. 

Shelledy  claimed  First  Amendment  protection 
against  being  forced  to  name  a  confidential  news 
source.  The  Idaho  Supreme  Court  rejected  that  argu¬ 
ment  and  the  U.S.  Supreme  Court  refused  to  hear 
Shelledy’s  appeal. 

Judge  Towles  said  he  would  instruct  the  jury  to 
disbelieve  Shelledy’s  claim  that  there  ever  was  a  con¬ 
fidential  source. 

Shelledy,  in  a  deposition  last  month,  revealed  a 
confidential  source  of  his  story  as  Gene  Lee,  former 
deputy  director  of  the  State  Narcotics  Bureau. 

Lee  died  in  a  1975  traffic  accident. 

Towles  ruled  last  month  that  the  disclosure  came 
too  late.

Poles  called  to  unity 


WARSAW,  Poland  (AP)  —  Poland’s 
new  Communist  leader  journeyed 
Tuesday  to  a  southern  industrial  cen¬ 
ter  and  called  for  unity  in  the  state- 
controlled  trade  union  movement, 
badly  shaken  by  recent  strikes  and  de¬ 
mands  for  independent  unions.  The 
trip  was  his  second  in  two  days  to  for¬ 
mer  strike  centers. 

In  a  speech  to  party  faithful  in 
Katowice,  Stanislaw  Kania  said  the 
trade  union  issue  must  be  treated 
“with  calm  and  consistency.”  Polish 
Television,  in  a  summary  of  his 
remarks,  quoted  Kania  as  saying:  “We 
stand  on  the  ground  of  unity  in  the 
trade  union  movement.  Unity  is  pur 


great  achievement  and  we  shall  take 
care  of  it.” 

Polish  Television  gave  no  indication 
whether  Kania  mentioned  indepen¬ 
dent  unions,  a  major  concession  gran¬ 
ted  the  Baltic  coast  strikers  and  coal 
miners  who  walked  off  their  jobs  near 
Katowice  last  month.  The  government 
has  said  the  agreements  will  apply 
nationwide. 

Observers  saw  the  trips  as  part  of  an 
effort  by  Kania,  named  last  weekend 
as  Communist  Party  first  secretary,  to 
end  the  work  stoppages  that  continued 
in  scattered  parts  of  Poland.  In  this 
communist  country,  the  top  party 
chief  is  also  the  nation’s  leader.
